II)'  llieeharge.  Now,  Sir,  for  one  being  to  he  equal 
ill  power  with  niiolher,  is  iiqt  to  say  that  he  is  that 
Iwiug,  but  the  reverse.  Christ  had  nil  power  dele¬ 
gated  to  him,  and  therefore  thought  it  not  “  roli- 
iH-ry”  to  be  equal  with  GimI.  And  why  not  rob- 
l/i'ry?  Because  that  wliieli  is  freely  given,  is  not 
token  by  robbery.  Again  you  assert,  that  Christ 
must  1)6  G(mI,  because  he  says,  “  1  and  the  Father 
are  one.”
